VIRGINIA.

Address of Governor Plorpont,
Rioumoxp, Va., July 8—The following are
the main points in the first portion of the ad-
dress of Governor Plerpont, to the people
of Virginia, which will be published to-mor-
row In one of the Richmond papers, The
Governor saye;—

“Iunited In the enll forthe Convention which
Is 1o pssemble In HRichimond on the 1st of
August next, The objeot of that Convention i&
Lo sgree Hpon A basis of actlon whlan shall be
acceptable Lo all the people of Virgloia, with-
out distinetion of color or race, who love Lhe
Government of Lthe United States, and are will
jog to rally under the protecting folds of the
old flng; o adopl & Constitutlon for the Slate
thal shall goaranlee w\uul rights and equal
privileges, legal and politieal, to all her people,
rleh and poor, white and colored, who will
adopt the spirit of our free lnstitutiops, make
Inbor honorable, and recoguize educallon asa
right w every child thut comes into the
world, who ecan be made to receive It;
and to lay agaln deep in the foundations of
the old Commonwealth, the eternal principles
of freedom and enlightened progress as taught
by our jathers, Puinful experience hna taught
me that there nre men in the State who hate
the Government of the Uniled States; who re-
gard loyalty to it a reprosech, and who wonld
place the heel of proseription on the neck of
every Unlon man, and politically and soclally
ostracize him If they could. Manpy of thede men,
or all of 1hem, clalm to be loyal to the Govern-
ment; but how can they be loyal while they seelc
1o proscribe avar,r man who professed loyalty
during the stroggle throngh which we have Just

sed? 1 have been assured thal the masses of
he white prople of the Siate do not shure In
thelr sentiments. From my personal Ine
tercourse | am satisied that there aro
many Jeading men who were ardently en-
gaged In the late Rebelllon who do not
share the !feelin to wileh I refer, few, If
any of the eolorad people do. It 18 an effort on
the part of «wertain politioal lesdera to inflnme
supposed prejadices of the people, that they
may retain politieal contiol of the State, and
contipue a polley of azitation and hatred; that
the spirit of enterprise and progress may bLe
banisbied (rom the State for ever; for when pro-
gress and edocelion comne, the oecopation of
these lenders will be gone, Republican was
the name of the party of Jelferson and Madl-
son. It passed away; 1L wus revived, and Is now
the name of the grent dominant party in the
United States, pladged to equal political and
tegal rignts ot all tte people: pledged Lo soe Lhat
these rights shall be given to every man in the
nation; pledged to the support of the Govern-
mwent—io the education of tre masses—to liberal
progress in Interpal ifmprovements—to bulld
up our couny in all that Is great and good,
anpd that tends to the liverty and happiness
of the people. The men acting in this great or-
gunization are from all tbe old party organi-
yatlons of the country, and may be lermed &
live party, awake Lo the grest Inieresis of Lne
day. There is greal opposition to this gnrtf by
a large body of men North and Soath; but it is
opposition for the sake of opposition, The
oh]cct of the call alluded to Is to glve to all
such an opportunity o combline in one great
party, without distinetion of ruoe or eolor, and
unite in placing the old Yommonwenith on &
Jiving basis, extending the hand of charity and
gocd fellowship to all, that both while and
colored muy bave an opportunity to select the
best en for members of the Conventlon, and
for futore officers of the State; that our Goveru-
ment may be stable, administering impartint
Justice 1o tha rich and the humble allke. 1say
it to the eredit of the cclored men, that I have
pever met one who has expressed any other
desire than for honest aud capable men in
oflice, be they white or black. They want jus-
tice, liberty, nnd peace, that they muy eu-
joy the fruits of thelr labor, 1 o foundution
for their futore fortnnes, get homes of thelr
own, that they may educate and rear thelr
children to houest industry, and gqualify them
for future usafulness. Seelng the effort to array
one race sgalust the other in the Slate, and
fully apprecinting the fatal result of such n slata
of things to Lhe prosperity and welfare of the
Commonweallh, and belleving that there wus

about Lo place themsalyes in o fulse position to
their country, I shonld have veen fulse to my-

enable the people to vindleate themsel ves, nnd
estublish thelr Government on a firm foondan-
toa of prosperity and comity with our sister
Slates,”

FRANCE AND PRUSSIA AGAIN,
The Hostile Feelln Against Prussia
HRevived — Blsmark's Latest Deslgus —
e Intends to Rebutld a Fortress More
Menpcing to Francethan Luxembourg,

From the Paris Pays, June 28.

We read In the Precursewr of Antwerp:—"A
very serious plece of news has just resched
Parls, In deflance of the Treaty of Loadon, M.
de Bismark, it would seem, intends to rebualid
tbe fortificatlons of Montlouls sur Moselle,
originally constructed by Vaubun, and which
l..munXl{' was compelled Lo dismuntle by the
trealy of Ryswick. Montlonis would be more
threstening for France than Luxembourg., ts
reconstruciion would account for the readiness
with which Prussia abandoned the lattor, Itis
difficult to belleve that France wlll allow
Prussin to carry out her designs without suying
a word,”

We entirely agree with the Precurseur, It
gcemg to us that we bave carriet forbearance
towards Prussia to 118 utmost fimits, If evera
wish bas been shown to respect the peace of
Yurope, never lhas it been exhibited to such an
extent ns recently by France. Buteven con-
ciliation may be carried too far, The cold and
dignified reception of the King of Prussia shows
the tension of the public mind In France,
Frante's nerves have long been on the streteh;
let Prussin bewsre of It 8 have not gmnteci
her an lmmunity for her past goings on; we
bave duly made all our reserves. Let hér be-
ware, lest by fresh pretenslons and vravado she
ecanse the cup tooverflow. No doubt, it was o
great avent aud a great moral lesson to behold
the King ot Prussin walking nnmolested ahout
the sireets of Parls, And yeleverythlog was
known., The publie knew what respect Prus.
slan ministers entertiin  for thelr plighted
word, The promise of Compelgne, the affulrs of
Luxembourg were unknown (o none, Yes,
Frunce 8w great country: she ouan be hosplti-
ble even to her enemies, But they should not
put our magpanimity to Loo severe a trial; the
result might dlsa};)rmlm. them.

Father,

Rome (June 2) Correspondence Pall Mall Gusefte,

The procossion of Corpus Christl tbok place
the day before yesterday, and was very
splendid, It had a speciul featare In the num-
ber of prelates in ils ranks, amoun unyg, with
the Cardinals, to no less than 818, The Bisnops
of the Iatin rite all wore white mitres niad
while enpes, without any ewmbroldory; amd
the Cardinals were only distinguished from
them by the salln work on thelr mitres. The
Oriental Blshops, with the Archbishops, Pri-
mates, nnd Putriarcus, were, on the contrary,
attired In all the magnificence of the Easi; their
mitres embroidered with gold, and riclily jow-
elied, and thelr dladems, which took the slinpo
of an jmperinl crown, blazgivg with gems. The
Pope sppeared, in spite of the dostors, luoking
very pule and juded. The Freoco Pricsis as
semnbled in thousands o sée the prooession,
and contident im thelr numbers, gave free ex
pregsion Lo thelr weal, knocklng off the lints o
those speclators wiio did not ganeover al the
proper moment, It may have been 1o con-
sequenco of this wviolence Lhat a  French
Prfnt waos poinarded in the evening in
the Plaxza della Maddatenn. Fls wounds

There was consi-
dernble quivering of the muscles, Five balls
had entered his braaxt, Two soldiers ware then
called out, who shol him 1o the slde. Miramon
and Mejla were kilied by the first volley. Each
of the four bulls entered 1o the brewst, A sheet
was thrown over Lhe Hmperor by the dootor
who was to embalm his lv The bodies were
then (nken by thelir respective friends, and the
troops moved back to thelr guarters, while
thousnnds remeined, kept by a supernatural
agency,
